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It would be disingenuous on ray part to deny that I entered the course com- 
pleted today with a considerable degree of dubiety as to its value to me. I am 
happy to add immediately that I was promptly disabused of this idea, and my only 
regret at this point is that the course could not have been longer*

cannot be overestimated in clarifying both the organizational structure and the 
responsibilities of component units.
